The Penn State president, who is 


a brother of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, said that peace also hinges 
on enlightened economic co-opera- 
tion. He added that perhaps the 
most serious money problem in the 
world Is the relationship of the dol- 
lar and sterling areas. 


Something should be done about 


the raical lack of balance in im- 
ports and exports between the two, 
Eisenhower declared'. 


"A third phase must bo political 


co-operation to settle those dis- 
putes. . .which might break into 
open warfare," he said. 


"The efforts of diplomats must 


be buttressed by the United Na- 
tions or a strengthened United Na- 
tions.-" 


The fourth area of his pence of- 


fensive involves power, Eisenhow- 
er explained, adding: 


"If we have adequate power it 


usually does not have to be used 
But there can be no peace without 
it. . .The United Nations should 
be equipped with a world police 
force to put down aggression." 


^Eisenhower outlined his plan in 


a. similar speech at Johns Hopkins 
University several weeks ago. He 
spoke here at closing sessions of 
the association's convention.
